Antioch High School offi- 
cials announced recently re- 
ceipt of a letter from Ray 
Page, State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, giving ap- 
proval to an $11,000 project 
to aid the high -school district 
in solving basic serious prob- 
lems in reading. ' 

Funds for the project arc In 
the form of federal assistance 
under The Elementary Sec- 
ondary Education Act, public 
law 89-10, Title 1. This law 
encourages school districts to 
propose creative projects, ac- 
cording to the most element- 
ary needs of the district, in 
order to aid the' neediest stu- 
dents in the district. 

The new project will oper- 
ate for eight weeks in the 
high school building begin- 
ning June '20 . Two reading 
specialists, two language arts 
teachers,, librarian, and a 
guidance counselor will be 
available to the students in 
the project, Administrative 
costs will also be absorbed by 
the Incoming funds. 
■:. Classes will meet in two 
two-hour sessions each morn- 
ing. There will be four class- 
es in operation each period 
which wilt provide a fifteen 
to one student-teacher rathx 
Tlieiclasscs in reading will be 
jajpptomcmjcd by the added 
session . in sttrdjr~skllls— and- 
language arts. 

. Under this project, students 
will pay no tuition and will be 
offered transportation using 
school district busses. Other 
students attending the regular 
summer school program will 



also be eligible to ride these 
busses. 

Materials for the reading 
program arc already being or- 
dered. These include electron- 
ically equipped study carrels, 
cont rolled ~readcr_p roje ctors, 
reading skimmers, special 
reading laboratories, special 
library, materials, testing ma- 
terials, and other items. 

The Antioch project was 
delayed, as an attempt was 
made to use the available 
funds in a cooperative project 
with tlie underlying elemen- 
tary schools which feed the 
high school district. When 
this attempt failed, high 
school officials decided to ap- 
ply for the funds to be used 
strictly within the high school. 

School administrators arc, 
quick to point out (hat there 
is no way short of a special 
referendum? that "the high 
school could operate such a 
program in the summer 
months other than .under 
such a law as ESEA. They 
also point out that the provi- 
sion of reading experts, a fif- 
teen to one student-teacher 
ratio,, and the learning situa- 
tion will provide (he. project 
students with u rare opportun- 
ity. . 

Adutliiiatrators-also-iiotcd 
"thaHhcKe-funds : are : provlded- 
by local" taxpayers to the fed- 
eral government. The federal 
government then supplies the 
funds to the state which ac- 
cepts project proposals devel- 
oped by local school districts

No one thinks to protest against regulations 
covering the construction of buildings, safety 
from fire,- disposal of sewerage. We've found 
by experience that such regulations protect us 
endanger the lives and property of his neighbor 
with an unsafe building. True, such controls are 
-sta.te— or_Joeal, ib.ut.jL_state or local government 
could hardly hope to impose controls on the huge 
■ automobile manufacturing business. 

The threat of Federal control has .already 
brought announcement of speedy introduction of 
safety features into the new- cars. Cars on dis- 
play in the International Automobile Show in 
New York are displaying safety features never 
. shown before. - 

Two Italian-r.nade cars in the show are said 
~to7i ^corporate nearly every-safety feature that is 
believed 'practical. The doors slide open, instead 
of swinging outward: a passenger-compartment 
shell, within the outer shell, protects the occu- 
pants against impact, and absorbs the shock. If. 
the car turns over, the ignition automatically cuts 
off jto prevent fires. 

What will the customer response to safety 
features be?' That's partly up- to the car sales- 
men/, If they point out and enlarge on the safety 
features,. if safety features are stressed in adver- 
tising as speed and design now are, the customer 
will be looking for safety. 

The discouraging part of- this whole investi- 
gation of auto safety is the realization that the 

aut o industry has had th ese safety_features.avail- 

able and has "sat on its hands7'"conceritrating on 
flashy features to &ell more and more cars. Per- 
haps a Ralph Nader is needed to come up with an 
:,- .expose of neglected highway engineering, of 
v Jjawys of controlling unsafe driving. . . 

T.he .stakes are high, in life and injuries. 
And in money. Let's hope the subject of safety 
on the highways is pursued, from every, approach, 
doggedly and without regard to politics.
